ORDER 


WHEREAS Government of Karnataka has issued two show cause notices No.DPAR 80 Sep 1997 dated:18.04.2000 and 
13.3.2002 under Rule 8 of AIS (D & A) Rules 1969 to Shri H.S.S.Murthy, IFS (KN-92) with the following charges: 

Charge Sheet dated 18.4.2000 

Charge -I 

That you, Shri Pl.S.Shivashankar Murthy, IFS now working as Deputy Conservator of Forests, Zilla Panchayat, Mysore, 
having a spouse living namely, Smt.Doddamma, daughter of Puttaiah residing in LIG 92, M Block, Kuvempunagar, Mysore and 
having begotten two children from her and further having nominated the said Smt.Doddamma in respect of your GPF on 16.5.1995 
showing her as your wife, which nomination was accepted by the Accountant General in September, 1997 vide No.MYS/218/IFS, 
you married Smt.A.Shobha, D/o Smt.M.B.Vijayalakshmi, on 6.6.96 at the Sarvajanic Vidyarthi Nilaya, Nazarbad, by suppressing the 
fact of you earlier marriage with Smt.Doddamma and thereby violated Rule 19 of the All India Services (Conduct) Rules, 1968 and 
committed a grave misconduct unbecoming of a Government Servant within the meaning of Rule 3 of the said rules. 

Charge -II 

That you, Shri Pl.S.Shivashankar Murthy, IFS now working as Deputy Conservator of Forests, Zilla Panchayat, Mysore, 
being a responsible Government Officer belonging to All India Services, cadre by suppressing the fact of you earlier marriage to 
Smt.Doddamma, and having two children from her, again married Smt.A.Shobha, and when Smt.Shobha come to know of you first 
marriage with Smt.Doddamma and questioned you of the same, you assaulted Smt.Shobha and subjected her to mental and 
physical cruelty and thereby committed a grave misconduct unbecoming of a Government servant within the meaning of rule 3 of All 
India Services (Conduct) Rules, 1968. 

Charge -III 

That you, Shri Pl.S.Shivashankar Murthy, IFS now working as Deputy Conservator of Forests, Zilla Panchayat, Mysore, at 
the time of your transfer, represented to Smt.Shobha that you required a sum of Rs.30,000/- to secure a posting to a convenient 
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place and you compelled Smt.Shobha to get the said sum of Rs.30,000/- from her mother Smt.Vijayalakshmi and accordingly she 
collected the said sum of Rs.30,000/- and gave the same to you and thereby you, without obtaining the previous sanction of the 
Government, contravened rule 14 (4) of the All India Services (Conduct) Rules, 1968, and committed a grave misconduct 
unbecoming of All India Services officer. 

Charge Sheet dated 13.03.2002 

Charge -I 

That you, Shri H.S.Shivashankar Murthy, IFS now working as Deputy Conservator of Forests, Zilla Panchayat, Mysore, 
maintain illicit physical relationship with one Smt.Doddamma, daughter of Puttaiah residing in LIG 92, M Block, Kuvempunagar, 
Mysore and begetting children from her inspite of your marriage with Smt. A.Shobha, D/o Smt M.B.Vijayalakshmi and thereby 
committed a grave misconduct of unbecoming of a Government Servant within the meaning of Rule 3 of All India Service (Conduct) 
Rules, 1968. 

2. Whereas on denial of charges of Shri Murthy, the State Government conducted an oral enquiry against Shri Murthy. The 
enquiry officer in his report dated:04.02.2005 held that the Charge-1 of both the charge sheets is proved and charges II and III of 
charge sheet dated 18.4.2000 are not proved. Shri Murthy submitted his representation vide his letter dated 07.01.2005 on the 
Inquiry Report and requested to drop the charges leveled against him. The State Government, after careful examination of the 
findings of the Inquiry Officers and submissions made by Shri Murthy, come to a decision that the charges which are held as proved, 
involve moral turpitude and attract major penalty and thus decided to impose a penalty of reduction of pay by one grade i.e., from 
Junior Administrative Grade to the minimum of Senior Time Scale pay for a period of 3 years and he shall start earning increments 
thereafter and will be eligible for promotion only thereafter. 

3. Whereas the proposal was, thereafter, sent to UPSC for their advice. The Commission advised vide their letter 
No.F3/461/2005-SI dated 19.9.2006 that ends of justice would be met in this case if the penalty of Compulsory Retirement from 
service is imposed on Shri Murthy. The State Government reviewed their earlier decision in the light of advice tendered by 
UPSC and decided to accept the advice of the Commission to impose the major penalty of the Compulsory Retirement from 
service upon Shri Murthy. 

4. Whereas as per Rule 7 (2) of AIS (D & A) Rules, the penalty of Compulsory Retirement from service on officer of 
All India Service shall not be imposed except by an order of the Central Government. Accordingly, the State Government, 
referred the matter to this Ministry for imposing the penalty of Compulsory Retirement upon Shri Murthy under Rule 7 (2) of 
AIS (D&A) Rules, 1969. 

5. Whereas the case was examined by this Ministry in the light of the Inquiry Report, advice of UPSC and other case records 
received from the Government of Karnataka and the Competent Authority in the Ministry of Environment and Forests observed that 
the penalty suggested by UPSC is too harsh and decided to refer the matter to UPSC for reconsideration and advice on imposition 
of any other penalty less severe than Compulsory Retirement upon Shri Murthy. 
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6. Whereas the proposal was forwarded to Union Public Service Commission for re-consideration of their advice vide letter 
NO.12011/06/2008-AVU, dated: 24.1.2011. 

7. Whereas the UPSC in its letter No.F.3/461/2005-SI dated 5.4.2011 had observed that there are no new fact/evidence in 
this case and that there is no merit for reconsideration of the case by the Commission. 

8. Whereas the matter has been considered in this Ministry in the light of UPSC letter dated 5.4.2011 and it has been 
decided to accept the advice of UPSC communicated vide letter dated 19.9.2006. 

9. NOW THEREFORE after considering all the facts and circumstances of the case, the President has come to the 
conclusion that ends of justice would be met in the instant case if a penalty of ‘Compulsory Retirement’ is imposed upon Shri 
H.S.S.Murthy. The President is, therefore, pleased to hereby impose the penalty of 'Compulsory Retirement’ upon Shri 
H.S.S.Murthy, IFS.

DRAFT RULES 

1. Title and commencement:- (1) These rules may be called the Karnataka Motor Vehicles (Amendment) Rules, 2011. 

(2) They Shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Amendment of Rule 146:- In the Karnataka Motor Vehicles Rules, 1989, (hereinafter referred to as the said rules) in rule 146, for 
the words “public service vehicle”, the words “transport vehicle” shall be substituted. 

3. Insertion of new rule 179A:- In the said rules, after rule 179, the following shall be inserted, namely:- 

“ 179A: Painting of goods carriages- (1) Every goods carriage, except the goods vehicles; 

(i) Which are covered by national permits; 

(ii) Vehicles carrying hazardous chemicals and explosives, 

(iii) Vehicles belonging to Department of Post and Telegraphs and Defence, 

Shall be painted in Highway Yellow colour on the front and rear portion of the vehicle. 

(2) Subject to the provisions of sub-rule (1), rest of the outer portion of the goods carriages carrying sand shall be painted in blue 
(phirozi) colour. 

(3) The goods carriages shall be painted in accordance with sub rules (1) and (2), as the case may be, on or before the date of 
renewal of fitness certificate. 

(4) No fitness certificate shall be granted to a new goods carriage unless it is painted in accordance with sub-rules (1) and (2).”
